SEEN IN WORK 



A report urging the adoption 
of a municipal garbage collec- 
tion, paid for through taxation, 
and carried out by contract with 
the town was made by George 
M. Byers to the Newmarket 
town council Monday night at 
the regular meeting in the 
council chambers. 

A resolution was passed in- 
structing the bringing in of a by- 
law covering the report at the 
next council meeting. 

The resolution instructed that 
the cost of garbage collection for 
factory and commercial premises 
be paid monthly by these prem- 
ises and the cost of garbage col- 
lection for all other premises be 
J_covered by general taxation. 

"Your committee recommends 
that a municipal garbage collec- 
tion be instituted and that a con- 
tract for collection be let by 
tender," Mr. Byers reported. 
"There was some doubt as to 
how best to finance the collec- 



tion but the committee decided 
on general taxation. 

"The committee is satisfied 
that a contract between the town 
and a collector is the logical way 
to operate. At the same time, it 
allows the town to retain control 
over the collectors and will 
enable the town to enforce 
proper handling of garbage. The 
committee will meet with the 
finance committee to settle the 
actual details of the financing." 

"Did you know that garbage 
rates had been raised from 50 to 
75 cents in some cases?" asked 
N. L. Mathews, K.C., town soli- 
citor. 

Following the presentation of 
a petition from residents on An- 
drew St., the council instructed 
the chairmen of the property 
and roads committees to investi- 
gate the possibilities of extend- 
ing Lome Ave. south from Eagle 
to connect with Andrew St.

The Newmarket town council 
was told Monday night that the 
public school board would re- 
quire $30,000 for the coming 
year. The letter was passed on 
to the finance committee for 
consideration in making up the 
budget. 

R. L. Pritchard, secretary of 
the public, school board.' said 
that of the $30,000, the sum of 
$11,000 would be required for 
the installation of a new heating 
system for Alexander Muir 
school. "Most of the present 
hot air heating system in the 
school has been in use for over 
30 years and has been condem- 
ned," said Mr. Pritchard. "The 
board has obtained estimates on 
replacing the present system 
with hot water or steam heating. 

"The department of education 
will pay back one-quarter of the 
total cost of the heating equip- 
ment in 1947 and one-quarter of 
the cost in 1948." Mr. Pritchard 
added.

"Will the consumer pay for 
quality?" was the subject of 
farm forum discussion this week, 
February 18. Definitely, he will 
buy the best he can afford pro- 
viding he is aware of the best. 
In Ontario the sale of fruit from 
the Okanagan fruit valley, B.C., 
and potatoes from N.B. have 
proved this. 

The grading of one's own pro- 
duct, if possible, is one way to 
ensure that the producer gels 
proper grading, one member 
stating that from G4 dozen eggs 
sent to a local hatchery, only 
three eggs were culled, an ex- 
cellent example of first hand 
grading. This may be done for 
the tourist trade and also for 
export. Farmers should have 
their own grading stations with 
government supervision. 

Beef, poultry and potatoes 
should have compulsory grading 
as in other provinces. This is 
one way to obtain a first-class 
product on the market, but scien- 
tific research and consumed ed- 
ucation arc still - needed. 

Producers suspect some pro- 
ducts are up graded after leav- 
ing their hands. Forum mem- 
bers expressed disapproval of 
the No, 1 peaches, put on market 
last year and think the use of 
the red netting is very deceiv- 
ing. Such methods destroy the 
confidence of the buying public. 

How to deal with youthful 
criminals, the causes of the 
present crime wave, the cause 
and prevention of fires were top- 
ics of discussion before the 
evening ended.

The announcement that state secrets are being 
passed on to a foreign power, said to be Russia, 
has provided an excellent excuse for many to put 
on a long face and ask "how soon before the next 
war?" Heaven knows that in this troubled 
world there are all the makings for war without 
end but the disclosure of an espionage ring oper- 
ating in Ottawa is not itself sufficient cause for 
such worrisome enquiries. 

That Russia should be named is not surprising. 
The Russians have lime and lime again shown 
that Iheir relations with other nations can. vary; 
from diplomacy on the friendliest basis to bully- 
ing tactics reminiscent of the Nazi regime. The . 
Russians seek only results. If they can't be had 
in one way, another will be tried with no atten- 
tion to the morals of ihe methods employed. 

To be indignant, then, because of such perfidity 

on the part of a nalion which we consider an ally 
is a waste of time. Canada has certain knowl- 
edge. Russia wants that knowledge. Since there 
was apparently no intention to impart it to 
Russia, that nation sought it in olher ways. From 
our point of view, it was a sh'amefut act by a 
nation which is considered friendly. But as said 
before, the Russians are more concerned with 
results than with the method of obtaining the re- 
sults. 

Perhaps the most startling development of the 

investigation is the implication of Canadian civil 
servants. To the best of our knowledge, it is 
without precedent. We have learned to look 
upon the civil service as the very embodiment of 
loyalty. If fnen in that service betray that loyal- 
ly, who then can Canada trust? 

Through its natural resources and wartime de- 
velopments, Canada has reached first-rank 
importance in world affairs. Canada has tremen- 
dous influence which must be tused to promote 
international peace. At the same time, Canada, 
because of 'its prominence, must learn a new 
vigilance, a new awareness of its position, if she 
is to continue to exert that influence.

THE FARMER'S 
TRIBULATIONS 

(Fort Erie Times-Review) 

Just what havoc was wrought on fruit produc- 
tion in this province by last year's unseasonable 
weather, is disclosed in the latest monthly crop 
report of the Ontario department of agriculture. 
Decreases running as high as 81 percent (in case 
of plums), compared with 1944 yields, are record- 
ed. The production of apples declined from 873,- 
300 in 1944 to 183.200 barrels in 1945. Other de- 
clines were: cherries, 140,000 bushels to 41,200; 
peaches. 1,174,000 to 832,900; pears, 372,000 to' 
46,800; plums, 144,200 to 27,400. Raspberries de- 
clined only slightly from 4,522,000 quarts to 
4,436,800. 

To some extent, higher prices compensated for 
the lower, yields; but the total farm value of all 
fruit crops, which was $12,379,800 in 1944 drop- 
ped to $9,683,700. - 

Besides explaining why there was so little fruit 
of any kind in retail stores last summer, these 
figures serve'as a reminder of how much a farm- 
er's prosperity depends on the weather. There 
are some things he can do to mitigate the effect 
on certain crops of a dry spell; but if it is pro- 
longed unduly, he cannot prevent a severe, or 
even a total loss. 

Truly a farmer must be something mb]re than a 
good agriculturist. He needs, also, the patience 

of Job, and the temperament of a philosopher.

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At a time when efforts for international 
peace and security are meeting with discourage- 
ment, the words of Sir John Boyd Orr, director- 
general of the Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion,, are worth considering.

"Each nation has accepted the responsibility, 
which indeed must be the responsibility of any 
government, to provide as far as possible' food 
and a health standard for all the people it 
governs. But something new has arisen. All the 
governments have agreed to co-operate in a great 
world food scheme which will bring freedom 
from want of food to all men, irrespective of 

! race or color. 

• "I ask you for a moment to consider what the 
great results will be, in the first place, disease 
and misery and . premature death, which afflict 
the majority of people of this planet, will to a 
large extent be replaced by health, by happiness 
and by life. But other results will follow. . . We 
must increase the production of important foods. 
In many cases, that production must be more 
than doubled. This will bring prosperity to agri- 

. culture. There should he no slump in agricul-

The sinister aspect of the campaign against 
Christian morality being waged by Gen. Brock 
Chisholm is that such ideas find a ready sym- 
pathy with those who are relieved to be freed 
from the fetters of conscience, built up by 
centuries of civilized tradition. Ideas of that 
kind have a habit of spreading like a plague. 
Behind the German belief in their racial superi- 
ority and- their ambition for world domination, 
as manifested in the Great War that broke out in 
1914, were the teachings of Nietzsche, Treitschke 
and Bernhardi, names scarcely ever heard now, 
but all too familiar in the early decades of the 
century, and personalities all too powerful in 
arousing German conceit and will to "world 
domination or ruin." We see today where that 
doctrine landed the German Empire. There is, 
in fact, a close similarity between the philosophy 
of Nietzsche and that of Gen. Chisholm. The 
German taught that the values of Platonic and 
Christian civilization, the good, the «true and the 
beautiful, were life-arresting, and moreover 
quite illusory, for there wa,s really no instinct 
towards goodness. 

Gen. Chisholm, however, departs from 
Nietzsche in that he argues that the poisonous 
certainties fed us by our parents, our Sunday- 
school and day ! teachers, our politicians, our 
priests, our newspapers and others, together with 
the conviction of sin, have led to war. But it is 
surely clear that the warlike nations, which have 
plunged the world into the past two conflicts, are 
precisely the ones that have cast oside the moral 
handicaps of a sense of right and wrong. None 
of the nations that adhere to the moral code had 
any tendency to engage in war. They only 
fought in self defence, against the aggressions of 
the amoral powers. And today the menace to 
v/orld peace comes from the power that has 
openly attacked God and the church, and which 
contemptuously declines to be bound by written 
treaties or spoken agreement when these hamper 
its ambitions. But for Russia's attitude the world 
could afford to practice disarmament and devote 
its energies to bettering the lot of mankind. 
Gen. Chisholm's remedy for war is an educn-

To in- 
still fear in a child as a method 
of discipline is using fear as a 
weapon. Never use fear as -a 
method of discipline. Fears re- 
sult- from lack of knowledge or 
understanding. A vivid imagin- 
ation is almost always behind 
fear of the dark. Children are 
often afraid of imaginary persons 
and animals. The child's world 
expands faster than he can com- 
prehend. His world is filled 
with many puzzles. Fear is built 
on ignorance. Once the situation 
is understood and coped with, 
fear leaves except to linger 
from habit. 

Childish fears shouldn't be 
ridiculed. Don't tell the child, 
"It is silly to be afraid". The 
child then represses his fears. 
It is desirable to prevent devel- 
opment of serious and too many 
fears. For prevention and treat- 
ment of fears: 

1. Help understand or promote 
knov/ledge and experience which 

help make the child more im- 
mune to fear. Give the founda- 
tion for coping with situations. 

2. Development of skills. It 
is more realistic and healthier 
to have a child practice climb- 
ing, etc., in as safe a way as 
possible. Bars and fence posts 
in a junior jungle gym provide 
opportunities for him to learn 
how without fear but with 
understanding and caution. 

3. Necessity of' avoiding con- 
stant caution. The child might 
become a timid, shrinking, ner- 
vous individual if he takes the 
advice or he may become the 
type that soon doesn't hear the 
repeated words of warning. 
Sometimes citation is really nec- 
essary so don't caution about 
everything. 

4. Necessity of preparing the 
child occasionally in cases such

mean to be untruthful; it means 
preparation in terms of under- 
standing. 

5. Building up of solid confi- 
dence between child and parent. 
The child needs a solid feeling 
of security. The secure individ- 
ual is less liable to fear. The 
child goes to his parents to get 
,his fears understood. There is 
no place for ridicule. We must 
try to understand in terms of the 
child's experience, not our own. 
To present fear frequently isn't 
valuable unless there is an 
understanding built up and skill 
acquired in coping with the 
situation. The best thing for 
the eradication of fear is to do, 
something. Social imitation is 
a good way to deal with the sit- 
uation. (Let the child sec other 
children the same age or older 
play with . the fear-producing 
dog.) Any experience which

that they were In a far better 
position as far as organization 
went than were the veterans of 
the first Great War as there was 
no veterans* organizations for 
them to go into when they came 
back, and so were helpless to 
get anything done for them in 
the way of legislation. Several 
organizations later came into be- 
ing, he said, each with the same 
goal in mind, the betterment of 

the returned man, but each one 

going in different ways to obtain 
them. Not until the Canadian 
Legion was formed in 1925 and 
absorbed the existing organiza- 
tions was any real purpose of 
unity acquired and legislation of 
any real benefit enacted, he 
stated. 

Mr. Evans urged all veterans 
of this war to get into the 
Legion and said that with the 
knowledge and experience of the 
old vets, to guide them and a 
-total membership of some 385,- 
000, their voices would be heard 
and listened to. Of all the vet- 
eran legislation enacted since 
1925, he said, the Legion had ad- 
vocated 99 percent of it. 

"We are not looking for some- 
thing for nothing and never 
have, only the veterans' just 
rights," he said. "Never again 
must the veterans be allowed to 



slip into the depths of despair 
and misery such as was com- 
mon among them in the early 
thirties. The only way we can 
accomplish this is by being unit- 
ed." 

Comrade Burke also addressed 
the gathering and both were 
heartily applauded at the end of 
the meeting. Eight more new 
members joined, making a total 
of 48.

Aurora ex-servicemen were 

guests of members of the Aurora 

Lions club at a veterans' night 

dinner held in the basement of 

the Masonic Hall last Thursday 

evening- 
Ted Evans, vice-president of 

the Ontario command, Canadian 
Legion, was the guest speaker 
and he outlined to the Lions 
some of the problems facing 
Canada in the matter of rehab- 
ilitation. "I know of no happier 
combination to work for the good 
of a community and Canada than 
that of the Lions club and the 
Canadian Legion," he said. He 
urged service clubs to aid in the 
big job of seeing Canadian vet- 
erans had jobs and of caring for 
the wounded, pensioners and the 
widows and children of those 
who had been killed. 

"There js a mistaken idea that 
a pension and other monetary 
awards are sufficient to pay the 
debt owing to those who arc in-, 
capacitated arid for the war 
widow and her children. It is 
no more than to meet bare nec- 
essities and was never meant to 
be and does not provide enough 
to meet a decent standard of 
living." he declared. The suc- 
cess or failure of rehabilitation 
legislation would determine the 
success or failure of Canada in 
the future." he added. 

"If we could spend billions of 
dollars to forge the weapons of 
war and could train rnen in a 
few months to become pieces of 
human fighting machinery, we 
con find the money by taxing 



the same sources for our peace 
time needs and can train our 
boys and girls to fill useful plac- 
es in civilian life." He pointed 
out many ex-servicemen had 
never held a job before and in 
addition to finding a place in 
industry and business for ex- j 
employees, it was necessary to 
find jobs for those who had left 
school or been out of work when 
they enlisted. "The time be- 
tween hero worship and forget- 
fulness can be as little as 15 
minutes," he warned. 

Vocational training as at pres- 
ent constituted did not go far 
enough and was insufficient both 
by way of training and remun- 
eration while learning, he de- 
clared. "Let us approach' all 
our problems with the determin- 
ation that we can overcome 
them. The only excuse for man's 
existence on earth is the good 
he can do his fellow man." 

Mr. Evans was introduced by 
W. T. Burke, secretary of the 
Ontario command, Canadian 
Legion, who was in turn intro- 
duced by George Duffield. hon- 
orary president of the Aurora 
branch, Canadian Legion. John 
Sisman. president of the Aurora 
veterans, urged the full support 
of all veterans for the 
branch. Lome C. Lee moved a 
vote of thanks to the guest 
speaker. Lions president. 
Charles Copland, was in. the 
chair. 

Each guest was introduced and 
the list included all branches of 
the service and P.F.C. Charles W. 
Smith of the American army.

American) Regiment becomes 
part of the Canadian Infantry 
Corps, being included in the 5th 
Infantry Brigade with head- 
quarters at Toronto. Included 
in the same brigade are the Irish 
Regiment of Canada, the Algon- 
quin Regiment of North Bay 
(with companies at Haileybury, 
Kirkland Lake. Timmins and 
Huntsvillc), the Lome Scots 
Regiment (with companies at 
Brampton, Oakville, Georgetown 
and Orangevillc). 

It is thought likely -that the 
suburban companies of the 
Queen's York Rangers at Aurora 
and Weston v/ill continue as in 
the past. It is pointed out in the 
case of the Algonquin and Lome 
Scots Regiments, members of 
the unit's A. and T. staff are sta- 
tioned permanently at the com- 
pany centres, whereas the York 
county unit sends out members 



of the A. and T. staff to the 
suburban companies, the perma- 
nent staff being stationed at 
Toronto. It is rumored that a 
change in command of the 
Queen's Yorks may be expected 
shortly, as officers of the second 
World War have been given 
command of other units in the 
reserve army recently.

OUTLINE CONDITIONS 
FOR "SPUD" CONTEST 

Rules for the potato club con- 
test sponsored by the Aurora 
Lions club are now available and 
farm boys and girls between the 
ages of 12 and 21 are urged to 
enter the contest now. There is 

no membership fee. 

Each entrant will be required 
to plant at least one bag and 
not more- than two of certified 
local potatoes furnished by the Aurora 
Lions club. In the fall the en- 
trant will return two bags of 
lablestock to the club. It is 
hoped to have a minimum num- 
ber of 25 entrants but there Is 
no limit. 

The rules of the Ontario de- 
partment of agriculture will pre- 
vail and the Aurora entrants will 
be eligible for the Ontario inter- 
club contest. A second year 
project is contemplated and nil 
potatoes grown arc the properly 
of the entrant- Entries are 
sought by March 1 and may be 
left at Aurora with E. If. Stoltz. 
William Morris or Frank Teas- 
dale and at Newmarket with the 
agricultural representative, VV.

matter what creed, will feel 
sufficient responsibility that they 
will feel it their duty to join the 
Red Cross. "If you have a com- 
munity, council, as your mayor 
suggests, the persons who repre- 
sent the Red Cross with repre- 
sent a large part of your 
town," she declared. Mrs. Ellis 
said we were very fortunate in 
our town as we had fine homes 

and had factories and work for 
everyone. 

The speaker endeavored to 
give us a bird's eye view of the 
English and Dutch towns she had 
visited in the- summer of 1945. 
If, said the speaker, we could 
see the difference we would say 
'Thank God for our town". 
Many people were still living in 
shelters underground because 
there was no place else for them 
to go. Mrs. Ellis said she was 
aware, of U.N.R.R.A. but there 
was still a big job for the Red 
Cross to do. U.N.R.R.A. is a 
very powerful organization. It 
will feed and will do its utmost 
as far as possible to clothe the 
people. Underneath all that 
there are other needs just as 
great. 

1 We can see that every child 
both here and abroad has special 
care. There are 25,000 children 
on the continent and no one 
knows their name but they will 
still have to be fed and clothed. 
Two weeks after V-E Day, 500 
D^tch children had been taken 
into English homes with their 
shortage of food and rations. 
Red Cross jam and Red Cross 
clothes helped out there. The 
greatest of all gifts is charity 
but charity begins at home. 
You know what you need and 
will have ways to meet that need. 
The speaker Continued, "In the 
promotion of health, has every 
child had an x-ray?

I got 
up again a while later for 
another look but they had gone. 
If you sec the grosbeaks out 
again in numbers as v/c did to- 
day, watch out for "more 
weather".
